FRELIMO-FLN COMMUNIQUE ISSUED AT END OF HOFFMAN'S VISIT 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 23 May $1 p 4 


[Text] At the conclusion of the talke held in Maputo from 18 to 21 May by delega- 
tions of the FPRELIMO and FLN parties, headed by Joaquim Chisano, secretary of the 
Central Committee for Foreign Affairs, and Sliman Hoffman, member of the Central 
Committee and chairman of the Foreign Affaire Commission, respectively, a joint 
communique wae issued which we herewith publish in full: 


In the framework of the decisions taken by the high-ranking leaders--the president 
of the FRELIMO Party, Samora Moises Machel, and the secretary general of the Na- 
tional Liberation Front Party, Chadli Benjedid--and at the invitation of Comrade 
Joaquim Alberto Chissano, secretary for foreign affaires of the Central Committee 
of the FRELIMO Party, Comrade Sliman Hoffman, member of the Central Committee and 
chairman of the Foreign Affaire Commission of the National Liberation Front Party, 
made an official visit to the People's Republic of Mozambique from 18 to 21 May 
1981. 





During his visit to the People's Republic of Mozambique, Comrade Sliman Hoffman 
visited various economic and social sectors, thus familiarizing himself with the 
involvement of the Mozambican people in the consiruction of socialism. 


During the course of his stay, Comrade Sliman Hoffman was received by Comrade 
Samora Moises Machel, president of the FRELIMO Party, to whom he conveyed a message 
from Comrade Chadli Benjedid, the secretary general of the National Liberation 
Party. 


The secretary for foreign affairs of the Central Committee of the FRELIMO Party, 
Comrade Joaquim Alberto Chissano, and the chairman of the Foreign Affairs Commis- 
sion of the National Liberation Front Party, Comrade Sliman Hoffman, held official 
talks which transpired in an atmosphere full of friendship, solidarity and mutual 
understanding. 





The following participated in those talks for the Mozambican side: 


Jose Julio Andrade, chief of the Cadres Department of the Central Committee of the 
FRELIMO Party, cirector of the office of the president of the FRELIMO Party; 


Prakash Ratilal, cadre of the FRELIMO Party, vice minister vice governor of the 
Bank of Mozambique; 











Valeriano Ferrao, cadre of the FRELIMO Party, secretary general of the Foreign 
Miniatry; 


For the Algerian side: 
Mohamed Khourt, Algerian ambassador in Mozambique; 


Abdelhamid Chorfa, counselor of the Foreign Affairs Commission of the National 
Liberation Front Party. 


The talks, which were marked by a perfect identity of viewpoints, pertained to bi- 
lateral relations between the two parties and to the current major problems in 
Africa as well as in the rest of the world. 


With regard to bilateral relations, the two delegations expressed satisfaction with 
the quality of their cooperation and the bonds of friendship and solidarity that 
exist between the FRELIMO Party and the National Liberation Front Party. They 
agreed to reinforce them and extend them to the democratic masse organizations 
through consultation, coordination, the exchange of delegations, mutual information, 
especially in the matter of implementation of the objectives of socialism, peace 
and justice. 


In that context, a protocol of agreement was established between the two parties. 


Examining the situation in southern Africa, the two sides noted with anxiety the 
aggravation of tension in the region resulting from the policy of aggression 
carried out by the Pretoria regime. 


With regard to the situation in Namibia, the two sidds renewed their unfailing 
support for SWAPO, the only and authentic representative of the Namibian people in 
their national liberation struggle. They strongly condemned current imperialist 
maneuvers and reaffirmed that only the application of Resolution 435 of the UN 
Security Council is capable of achieving a fair solution of the Namibian question. 


The two sides also reiterated their firm support for the South African people who, 
under the leadership of the African National Congress (ANC), struggle against 
racism and “apartheid,” for freedom and social progress. 


The two sides strongly condemned the threats, the provocative actions and the ag- 
gression perpetrated by the racist Pretoria regime against neighboring countries, 
specifically against the Frontline countries. 


Considering that “apartheid” is the principal obstacle to the independence of 
peoples, to peace and stability, to security and the economic development of the 
region, they concluded that the struggle in southern Africa must be intensified 
to eliminate that scourge. 


The two parties reaffirmed their support for transforming the Indian Ocean into a 
peace and nuclear-free zone and they demanded the dismantling of existing foreign 
military bases in the region. 


They condemned imperialist attempts to establish new b. ses in the Indian Ocean 
and on the African continent. 














With regard to the situation prevailing in Western Sahara, the two dides hailed the 
victorles achieved by the Saharan people under the leadership of the POLISARIO 
Front and reaffirmed their firm support for the right of selfdetermination and 
independence of the Saharan people, according to the resolutions of the Organiza-~ 
tion of African Unity (OAU) and the United Nations in favor of a fair and peaceful 
solution of the Western Sahara question, 


Faaminating the situation in the Horn of Africa, the two sides condemned the man- 
evuvers of imperaliem aimed at destabilizing the states of the region. They reaf- 
firmed their adherence to the principles of the OAU Charter, specifically in the 
matter of the inviolability of the borders of member-atates, and that existing 


disputes should be vesolved within the framework of agreement between the parties 
concerned, 


With regard to the situation in the Middle East, the two delegations renewed their 
unfailing support for the right of the Palestine people, under che leadership of 
the PLO to independence and the establishment of their own state. 


The two sides strongly condemned the Camp David agreements and demanded the evacua- 
tion of all territory occupied by Israel, including Jerusalem. 


Concerned overthe conflict between Iraq and Iran, the two sides importune these 
two nonalined countries to resolve their dispute by peaceful means. 


With regard to Latin America, the two sides express their solidarity with the just 
struggle of the Latin American peoples for their democratic rights and for their 
social liberation. 


The two sides called for the establishment of a new international economic order 
on a fair, democratic and equitable basis, the elimination of exploitation and 
discrimination in international economic relations, and for respect of the right of 
all states to avail themselves of their natural resources for the benefit of their 
peoples. In that context, the two sides reaffirmed their decision to strengthen 
cooperation among developing countries. 


The two sides reiterated their adherence to the principles and objectives of OAU 
and UN charters and called for reinforcement of the basic objectives of the Move- 
ment of Nonalined Countries. At the same time, they called for strengthening the 
role of those organizations in a search for solutions of the problems faced by 
the African continent and the world in general in their struggle for political 
and economic emancij ation. 


The two delegations expressed satisfaction with the fraternal atmosphere in which 
the talks transpired and regarded them as an important contribution to the develop- 
ment of the militant friendship and solidarity between the two parties. 


Comrade Sliner Hofiman invited Comrace Joaquim Alberto Chissano to make an offic- 
i» l visit to the Democratic Peopie s Republic of Aigeria. The invitation was 
accepted with picasure.

SLOW DEVELOPMENT OF COMMUNAL VILLAGES ANALYZED 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 23 May 81 pp 3-4

[Excerpts] The creation of a solid economic basis for our country's developing 
rural communities is a fundamental question today. On it depends in large measure 
the growth of the communal village movement. 


Now that the concept of defining, at least in practice, a communal village as simply 
a group of houses has been superseded, it becomes ever more urgent to find ways of 
solving the priority problems of the villagers, namely, the problem of the supply of 
production factors as well as the regular supply of essential and prime necessity 
goods to the areas where their production is meeting serious difficulties. It 
becomes urgent to develop the communal villages, on the basis chiefly, of collective 
and viabie means of production as well as of efficient distribution methods. 


These issues were the subject of an interview granted to our newspaper by the direc- 
tor of the National Commission of Communal Villages (CNAC), Job Chambal, in which 
that official indicated some of the errors committed in conducting this important 
sector of our country's activity. 


"We cannot supply without producing. It is for that reason that we are arousing 
the people to understand that the primary products to supply the population will 
have to come from the countryside, and the farmers understood and are assuming that 
point. It is obvious that realization of that determination is only possibie when 
they have the minimal production factors such as hoes, spades and others. These 
are issues that are posed at all levels but they become more obvious when we deal 
with the farm, where we believe that the acquisition of a bicycle, a yoke, repre- 
sent a need that can be satisfied only through production,” Job Chambal declared. 


In the interview granted in the course of the proceedings of the meeting of the 
Second Enlarged Consultativ Council of the National Commission of Communal Villages 
which closed last Saturday, Job Chambal stated that three basic aspects were dis- 
cussed during the meeting: the exercise of power in the communal villages; the 
question of production as the economic base for the development of the rural com- 
munities, and social aspects that are still being felt in almost every village in 
the country. 


In the opinion of the CNAC director, with the presentations of the chairman of 
executive councils of the communal villages, who were present at this last meeting, 














it becomes obvious that the queation of the exercise of power is being gradually 
resolved, that is, the political structures of the communal villages are progressive- 
ly assuming their tasks. 


The offictal added that this is not the result of spontaneous action but the imple- 
mentation of the policies of the first meeting of the sector by the central and 
provincial organizations, especially the action of the party, in the matter of 
education, 


A particularly important aspect which was mentioned frequently tor about an hour 
and a half was that of the economic base of the communal villages, namely, produc- 
tion. Broaching that important question, the CNAC director stressed that we are 
beginning to feel a "certain progress" in many villages whose production coopera- 
tives have to carry out work connected with the plan, at the territorial level. In 
this connection, he added that the way the farmers assume the attitude of relying 
on their own forces shows progress. 


"Of course,’ added Job Chambal, "there are many difficulties connected with support, 
in which the state apparatus is not yet duly responding to the level of development 
ot the movement. Nevertheless, we feel that there is a great effort, and when we 
speak of support, we must also not forget that there are difficulties that deter- 
mine the limited support that the state is giving, but through the lively actions 
that the farmers are carrying out, we feel that the movement is gaining impetus. 

We really feel at this meeting that is no longer a matter of defining concepts but 
of consolidating the actual situation that we are experiencing. 


Replying to a question on the difficulties that are being felt in the communal 
villages, especially in the incorrect provision of production factors, the CNAC 
director said that it is not a question of a specific difficulty pertaining to the 
communal villages but difficulties that affect the whole country, that affect the 
transformation process underway. 


Taking the production sector as a point of departure, he stressed that very spe- 
cific questions were presented pertaining to the provision of production factors, 
distribution of products, lack of technical support, delayed fulfillment of the 
tasks planned by enterprises such as MECANAGRO, and others. 


Some deficiencies pertaining to the operation of farm consumer cooperatives were 
also pointed out, particularly as pertains to great shortages of primary articles 
the existence of which could contribute to increasing production and productivity 
in the producer cooperatives. 


"As regards the distribution of products, that is also linked to our limitations in 
the correct utilization of means of transportation; that aspect is being solved in 
many provinces through mobilization and joint work that all organizational struc- 
tures in each province have carried out. Another difficulty presented by the farm- 
ers during the meeting pertains to access routes, lack of transportation and the 
shortage of construction material." 


Stimulate Rapid Growth Even More 


We wanted co know fram dAtrector Toh Chamba! if there is any province in the country 
where the communal village movement could beconsidered a model one. Avoiding a 
direct reply to the question, which he called “somewhat difficult," that official 
began by describing the movement, stressing the various things that characterize 


each of the oerovinces. However, he stressed that the communal village movement ‘is 
already deeply roote nong the peor throughout the country.”

RESTORATION OF COASTAL FLEET SAVES FOREIGN EXCHANGE

(Text) The effort ro restore the national fleet, as the direct consequence of the 
activity conducted by NAVIQUE, made it possible in only 1 year to reduce the char- 
tering of foreign ships and to increase the participation of our ships in coastwise 
transportation. That participation represents a growth of the national fleet in the 
order of 81 percent in terms of volume of cargo transported during the first quarter 
of last year compared to the same period this year. 


The effort to restore the national fleet assumed primary importance not only from 
the point of view of increasing transportation capacity but also within the frame- 
work of the national economy. Thus, the rehabilitation of ships that were inoper- 
able, specifically the "Chinde” and the "Liazi,"” guaranteed greater participation 
by the Mozambican fleet in coastwise transportation, at the same time that it re- 
sulted in a savings of foreign exchange for the country by reducing chartered 
shipping. 


To give an example of the qualitative leap taken by NAVIQUE (the first year of 
operations of which was commemorated yesterday in Maputo) in restoring che fleet, 
suffice it to mention that the Mozambican ships in operation carried a total of 
28,299 tons of miscellaneous cargo during the first quarter of this year as compared 
to only 15,631 tons during the same period in 1980. 


Conversely, and as a result of the partial restoration of the national fleet, the 
chartered ships together transported a total of 14,820 tone of miscellaneous cargo 
during the first quarter of this year as compared to the first 3 months of last 
year. 


From the viewpoint of the savings of foreign exchange for the country resulting 
from the reduction of the foreign fleet in coastwise transportation, the two ships 
restored in August and October of last year today represent a savings of $991,482 
(about 32 million meticals). 


This amount is calculated on the basis of their operation from the time they went 
into service until the present time, considering that the two ships (Chinde and 
Liazi) transported a total of 44,521 tons during that period and considering only 
fuel costs for chartered ships, which are in the order of $22.27 per ton transport- 
ed, or about 75,000 meticals. 











At the same time, the activity of the two chartered ships, the "Capal and “Castle 
Glory,” represented an expenditure by the country of about $1,416.00 (about 46 mil- 
lion meticals) for the entire year of 1980, That amount wae calculated on the 
basis of 590 charters by the ‘oreign fleet at a cost of $2,400 per day, not count- 
ing tuel costs, During that period, the chartered fleet traneported a total of 
65,588 tons of miscellaneous goods, 


The aforementioned statistics permit us to conclude that in less than | year of 
activity, from August and October of last year until now, the entrance into opera- 
tion of the two national ships saved almost the same amount in foreign exchange 
that wasepent in all of 1980 on the chartering of the “Capal” and the “Castle 
Glory." 


That, therefore, reflects the conerete result of the activity to restore our fleet 
in terme of savings of foreign exchange for our country. Furthermore, it is well 


to emphasize that the restoration of the “Chinde” and i" wae carried out 
utilising Mogambican technology almost exclusively.

Ae we explained elsewhere in this report, the above table shows the development of 
the national fleet between the firet quarter of last year and the like period of 
thie year. The growth is quite notable and results basically from the recovery of 
the two ships in Auguet and October of last year, namely, the Chinde and Liazi. 
That seane, therefore, that the technical availability of the equipmen: in any sec~- 
tor assumes fundamental importance for increasing the transportation capacity and, 
in thie case, aleo for saving foreign exchange.

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PROBLEMS OF RACISM, DISCRIMINATION DISCUSSED

{Text} Ever sonce the echoes of Geneva faded, there has been another long calm in 
the domestic political life of SWA/Namibia. This is nothing extraordinary per se 
in the daily routine of a nation. But we are still not a land that has national 
sovereignty. We are still preparing for it. 


The efforts to find a way to attain our national independence in conjunction with 
international recognition too easily overshadow the fact that we must think of the 
many steps, apart from foreign policy events, that must be taken in order to create 
here, as early as possible, an internal order that will give us, after all, the 
basic platform for the development of our national sovereignty. If it becomes evi- 
dent that nothing is happening in this direction, and that time is apparently 
being wasted, a general feeling of dissatisfaction may begin to spread. 


During a development stage of this kind and in view of the general lack of direction 
which often occurs at the same time, individual cases often gain a kind of promi- 
nence that they perhaps do not deserve. On the other hand, a calm on the political 
scene offers the opportunity to reflect about things that otherwise would have been 
quickly passed by. 


Individual cases can then provide useful motivation to eliminate in time abuses and 
deficiencies which could otherwise, especially later on, grow into problems of 
tragic dimensions. Such a case is the school attendance case in Otjiwarongo, which 
has pointed out a constitutional question of principle that is truly essential for 
SWA/Namibia and could be clarified right now. 


For the government operated school of the second government level there is a regula- 
tion that the principal must report any case that arouser the suspicion that a 
student is not “white.” The next step in this case is that the parents of the child 
involved can prove the susvicion unfounded. If they are not able to do this or if 
the student is obviously not white, the principal must receive from the highest 
school authorities permission to admit the child to his school. 


The way in which cases of this kind usually develop leaves no doubt that the pro- 
cedure just mentioned represents a discrimination for racial reasons. --Are direc- 
tives of this kind issued by the second government level admissible and legal, in 














the tirat place’? To what extent is an official personally liable if he acts accord- 
ing to an illegal directive? And can he be taken to court for this action? 


1. The highest law of any country is ite conatitution, SWA/Namibia does not yet 
have a constitution, but the National Assembly has passed lawa (approved by the 
administrator general) which are the equivalent of a series of basic laws con- 
tained in a constitution, Among these is the “antidiscrimination law" with che 
respective penalties for offenses against this law. 


2. An international legal principle applied in all countries states that higher 
lawa eliminate lower laws. This means, conversely, that directives contained 
in a lower law are null and void if they are in contradiction toahigher law. 
~-In SWA/Namibia all laws of the first government level represent the higher 
law in comparison with the laws of the second government level. 


3. For an official too--at least in a democratic country--the constitution is the 
highest norm for his actions. This means that he has not only the right but 
even the duty not to take illegal actions that violate the constitution. 





If we take the Otjiwarongo case as an example, the following conclusions can be 
drawn from the three legal principles just mentioned: 





~~ On the basis of the antidiscrimination law, no principal may refuse to admit « 
child to his school because the child belongs to another “ethnic” group. 


-- The principal does not have to obey the directives of the second government 
level to obtain permission before admitting a child under these circumstances, 
because this directive violates the antidiscrimination law and is therefore 
null and void (without legal effect, as if the directive did not exist at all). 


-- The principal who obeys the directive of the second government level, the offic- 
ial responsible for signing the directive, or even the member of parliament who 
approved the directive and voted for the establishment of a corresponding law-- 
all of these persons are liable to punishment on the basis of the penalty pro- 
visions attached to the antidiscrimination law. 


Is this in fact the legal condition here in SWA/Namibia, and are these the conse- 
quences that can be drawn? Can the first government level rescind the laws of the 
second government level, or can the first level order the second to stop issuing 
certain directives? What independent and neutral authority will decide controver- 
sies of this kind? Who will judge the judges? 


We appeal to the Council of Ministers and the National Assembly to consider these 
problems and clarify them as quickly as possible because now there seems to be 
enough time for all this. In addition, the National Assembly should reconsider 
its earlier deliberations on the possibility of establishing for SWA/Namibia a con- 
stitutional court (perhaps modeled after the one in the FRG); because this kind of 
question and others like it regarding the interpretation of the constitution will 
come up again and again in the future. 
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CHURCH STATEMENT ON SEEMUELLER CASE, REPLY 
Church Statement 
Windhoek ALLGEMEINE ZEITUNG in German 5 May 81 p 1 


[Text] In regard to the [Seemueller] case, which has meanwhile been widely publi- 
cized and touches basic questions, the church leadership on 28 April 1981 took 
the following position and thus informed its parishes: 


The church leadership of the German Evangelical Lutheran Church in SWA/Namibia 

has taken notice with great concern of the final refusal by the Executive of the 
White National Council tim Windhoek of the application by Pastor K Seemueller to 
have his adopted child Dan admitted to the kindergarten of the German government- 
operated school in Otjiwarongo. The local school committee has unanimously 
accepted the application. 


Dan Seemueller, a colored child of a German mother, was adopted by the Seemuellers 
shortly after his birth. Like the entire Seem.cller family, he is a citizen of 
the FRG. 


The refusal to accept the application was based on laws currently in effect, i.e. 
in this case exclusively because of skin color. 


This means that a child will be refused an education at a government~-operated 
school in SWA/Namibia, even though this child speaks German exclusively and is 
being brought up with a background of German culture. 


For reasons of principle, we refuse to accept a compromise solution, namely that 
the boy be enrolled in a private school outside Otjiwarongo. After first receiv- 
ing a negative reply, the provost of our church has communicated with all authori- 
ties responsible in this case and has tried to see to it that this seemingly 
inhumane decision made by what is currently our highest authority not stand. 


Even if an exception should be made in this case, the question of principle will 
remain unansvwerec. 


The church leadership takes the case of Dan Seemueller as an occasion to point out 
that matters of principle are involved; The law prohibiting the marriage of per- 
sons of different races has been rescinded by order of the first administrator 
general. What is going to happen to the children of racially mixed marriages, 
whom we also have in our church! 
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The decision by the Executive of the White National Council thus reaches deep into 
the life of our church, It affects not only the parish of Otjiwarongo but all 
parishes of the German Evangelical Lutheran Church in SWA/Namibia, because the 
laws currently in effect, on which this deciston was based, pertain not only to 
political consideration but to faith and ite confession in our church, 


The church leadership emphasizes that the time has come to make a decision on the 
basis of the vote at the Sixth Plenary Session of the Lutheran World Council at 
Dar-es-Salaam in 1977, 


‘Under normal circumstances, Christians can have different opinions 
in regard to political questions, However, political and social 
systems can have a perverting and repressive effect so that it is 
in keeping with Christian confesston of faith to oppose them and 
work toward change. 


We appeal especially to our white parishes in southern Africa when 
we say that the situation in southern Africa presente a statue of 
confession of faith. That means that churches, on the basis of 
their faith and in order to demonstrate church unity, publicly and 
unequivodally oppose the existing system of apartheid.' 


Proceeding from this statement, the church leadership is of the opinion that the 
above-mentioned decision is clearly based on racist motives and is proof of the fact 
that separation by skin color, especially in the educat/ onal system, belongs as 
before to the deliberate policies of our present authorities contrary to their 
assurances here and abroad that our traditional discriminating apartheid laws have 
been eliminated. 


On the basis of our faith and its confession, we must describe these policies as 
contrary to the will of God, and as an insult to the spirit of reconciliation. 


The church Leadership calls on all parishes to recognize the present situation in 
our country as a status of confession of faith, i.e., a time which calls for an act 
of confession of faith. 


We ask theparish councils to discuss this problem in their meetings and to inform 
the church leadership of their position, if possible before 30 June 1981. This 
should then be part of the preparations for an extraordinary synod in October of 
this year, where this question and other important topics will be discussed. 


Reply to Church Statement 


Windhoek ALLGEMEINE ZEITUNG in German 6 May 81 pp 1, 2 


[Statement by Council of Ministers member Werner Neef in response to the DELK 
statement | 


[Text] To the church leadership of the German Evangelical-Lutheran Church: 


About 3 weeks ago, i.e., before 28 April, a well-known Windhoek personality informed 
me of the difficulties that Pastor K. Seemueller was encountering in regard to his 
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adopted son Dan Seamueller. Because of my basic convictions in this matter, I imme- 
diately telephoned Pastor Seemueller in Otjiwarongo and told him that I was ready 
to take this problem under consideration. I asked him ‘or a meeting so that all 
aspects of this matter could be discussed in the most exact details, I also asked 
him to fight alongeide of me, on the highest level if necessary, for a solution 

that would apply to similar cases which might occur in the future, This was agreed 
upon and a meeting in Windhoek was confirmed. The agreement was that Pastor See- 
mueller would telephone me after his arrival in Windhoek. After his return to 
Otjiwarongo, he informed me by telephone that he had unfortunately not fourd the 
time to arrange for a meeting between us. 


This means that as a member of the Council of Ministers, as the authorized German- 
speaking representative of the government, as a DELK parish member I was not given 
the opportunity to find a solution that might apply to all similar cases and would 
be satisfactory to the Church Council on the basis of the Christian faith. 


| would Like to point out especially the following paragraph [of the DELK state- 
ment}: “The church leadership is of the opinion that the above-mentioned decision 
is clearly based on racist motives and that it is proof of the fact that separation 
according to skin color is as before a part of the deliberate policy of our present 
government, contrary to assurances here and abroad that our traditional discrimin- 
ating laws of apartheid have been eliminated." 


The presentation is not correct. The reality of the matter is that if a nation of 
many races and many ethnic groups wishes to safeguard its eternal peace, it must 
arrive at a political compromise which satisfies the largest percentage of its 
citizens and, as far as the DTA is concerned, in addition eliminates the discrim- 
inating apartheid laws that have so far been in effect. This, I believe, is the 
honest goal of the DTA, and it is well known that the compromise proposed by the 
DTA was supported by 80 percent of the registered voters. 


It is only too obvious that in solutions like this one, which have been brought 
about by human beings, there are grey zones and border cases which will first have 
to undergo the test of practical experience and must then be solved within the 
framework of intent, in this case the intent to eliminate all discriminating laws 
of apartheid, and to avoid hardships and injustice. 


I see the case of Dan Seemueller as similar to an example which I would like to 
present now. If a white woman has a child from, let us say, a Herero, then this 
child is colored according to our traditional norms. Under normal circumstances, 
this family would not feel any ethnic ties, otherwise the marriage would not have 
taken place to begin with. Under normal circumstances, these parents, who had 
before their marriage registered under the ethnic groupings of Herero and white, 
would now have taken themselves out of these groups and instead have themselves 
registered as SWA/Namibians. By doing that they would fall under no ethnic 
authority, but only under the authority of the first level, the government of this 
country. The children of this family would attend a multiracial school, one of 
the schools that have already been planned and, in part, constructed. Schools of 
this kind will have to be established in every town and village, or else we are 
not being honest with this part of our compromise. According to our plans for a 
solution, any citizen will be free not to register as a member of an ethnic group 
and instead consider himself a part of the twelfth group. If the second [government] 
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level and all it entails in regard to the political compronin sulte for the 
members of the Church Council and the members of our parishes in a statue of a con 
tession of faith, then we must draw the logical conclusion, mu separate ourselves 
from our ethnic groups and become a part of the twelfth group, which ta not ethnic 
but multiracial. This is not meant to be a passing shot but rather a matter which 
should be considered carefully before we take a position on our difficult problems. 


[t hurts me deeply that the DELK statement in no way refers to ‘he fact that as 
fallible human beings we are honestly trying here in SWA/Nawi!l:. to defuse an ¢x- 
plosive situation and that we have indeed succeeded in bringing together a greater 
number of basically different people in a much shorter time and with the support 

and understanding of a larger number of citizens than has ever happened anywhere 
else in the world. It would be very regrettable if the position of the Church Coun- 
cil were misused by the opponents of a peaceful solution in order to make our 
efforts appear untrustworthy. 


[ am still ready to offer my help in order to find a satisfactocy, humane and Chris- 
tian solution in the interest of little Dan Seemueller and all similar cases, and 
to incorporate this solution in our plans for a constitution.

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CONSTITUTIONAL FLAWS ANALYZED

|iditerial by Arthur Suren: “Discrimination in Our Constitutional System) 


[Text] Thies column has repeatedly discussed the meaning and deficiencies of the 
three so-called government levels. The third level comprises communal administra- 
tion and has nothing whatsoever to do with government in the national sense. In 
the future, the communal level should simply be called by just that name. 


The second level was criticized because inherent in it is the danger of continuous 
political controversies that paralyze the overall progress of the country. The 
specific ~ighte and interests of specific population groups could have been guaran: 
teed, in tavor of a firm and authoritative national government, in different ways 
than has been done in the constitutional practices inetituted so far. The oppo- 
sition raised a number of arguments explaining why specifically the nonwhite pop- 
ulation groups needed a certain autonomous governmental system. These arguments 
can be accepted as such, for the time being. 


However, the criterion for any constitutional arrangements of this kind must be 
that government on the second level must support the progress of our national unity 
which we have found so difficult to establish, instead of destroying or even en- 
dangering it, that in thie connection they must not retain or newly create any 
kind of discriminations, and that they remain financially solvent considering our 
relatively emall gross national product and the size of our tax revenues in rela- 
tion to the size of our country. 





If we disregard for a moment the financial considerations, we find that there are 
considerable problems in regard to the division of competency and authority be- 
tween the first and second government levels, as determined by our present con- 
stitutional practices. 


Considering the diversity of our political spectrum, it cannot be viewed as extra- 
ordinary that the popular representatives elected to the central (first level of) 
government in a general national election belong to a different party from that of 
the representatives elected to the second government level. This leads in the 
long run to delays with almost fatal effects and to in part absolute obstacles to 
all necessary development measures, whether these be demanded by the second govern- 
ment level or were planned by the first. How these kinds of discrepancies ulti- 
mately endanger our internal political stability is made clear by the problems in 
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the Rehoboth area and also by several “curtosities” within the competency of the 
white government which have already been reported in the AZ. Yor these reasons 
alone, the conflicts of interest between the first and second government levels 
should be eliminated by immediate corrections in the areas of competency and 
authority, 


Unbearable is the specific division [of competency) between the first and second 
government level in the areas of echool and education. The echool system falle 
within the authority of the second government level. Unless the rug of their own 
culture is to be pulled out from under their feet, it seems only logical that our 
people should receive their firat years of elementary education in their native 
language. But beginning, at the latest, with their high school education, it 
should not become 4 possible exception but rather a rule that young people of all 
population groups come together in one common and mutually supplemental educa~ 
tional setting. How else could we create 4 consciousness of national unity if it 
is not developed in the intelligentsia from all levele of our population groups’ 


How absurd the presently practiced “division of education" in our state operated 
schoole is, ie made clear by the case of the adopted son of Pastor Seemueller in 
Otjiwarongo (see statement by DELK [German Evangelical Lutheran Church]). Right 
now, this is etill a especial case. But in a few years we will be facing a great 
number of such “cases.” Mixed marriages between the population groups of SWA/- 
Namibia are now permitted. Which shoole will the children of such marriages then 
be allowed to attend’ 


Where will a teacher from any one of the population groups be permitted to teach 
if his wife belonge to a different population group and both want to choose a 
place of residence where their children can get a school education’? There are a4 
number of additional questions that could be raided at this point. 





If our present government remains in power, discrimination will become permanent. 
The personal case of Pastor Seemueller and his adopted child should not be given 
headlines for spectacular political reasons, a development which he himself does 
not want and which would be of least benefit to the child. But in principle the 
question is of great political significance. And for Pastor Seemueller and the 
DELK it is aleo a question for the church and for Christian theology. 


It is not, however, a new question and it should have been cleared up a long time 
ago. The political facts, too, have been known for a long time. And it is there- 
fore regrettable that only now the DELK is dealing with an acute case from ite 
own ranks in order to call to mind the spiritual questions that fall within ite 
jurisdiction. 


For DTA Chairman and parliament member Peter Kalangula this should be a challenge 
to bring clarification and decisions to a conflict that has been brought to light. 
He is, at the same time, theologian and politician.

ONITSHA PORT DEVELOPMENT--Contract for the development of Onitsha seaport in 
Anambra State has been awarded by the Federal Government at the cost of W15 
million. Work on the project which is expected to start any time from now will

GNP Higher in 1977, 1978

[Text] Zambia's national economy showed signe of recovery during 1981 when the 
Gross National Product (GNP) grew by about one percent, 


This is said in the 1981 development plan released by the National Commission 
for Development Planning in Lusaka, 


The GNP rose by 0.9 percent in 1980 after it fell by almost seven percent in 
1979, 


Despite the apparent move towards recovery, the report indicates that the economy 
did not manage to attain the levels of 1977 and 1978 when the GNP was higher. 


"Thus an increase of 0.9 percent in real GNP in 1980 over 1979 did not mean 
material change in the state of the economy," it says. 


The most significant moves toward recovery took place in the agricultural, 
mining and construction industries. 


Actual growth did take place in the energy, manufacturing and business services 
industries, 


Zambia's economic goals for 1981 should be toward bringing the economy back to 
the 1977 level and then aim for growth. 


But it cautions that the move will be extremely difficult. 
"The experience gained in implementing the annual plan for 1980 suggests that a 


really drastic approach will have to be adopted if the economy has to be pulled 
out of its current Low-level equilibrium," the report says. 


It hopes that the economy will improve during 1981, with major increases in output 
coming from the agricultural, mining and manufacturing industries. 





The necessary atructures for achieving the projected output in the three sectors 
existe but that they have to be put to greater use, 


The 18 State farms that are to constitute a major part of the operation food 
production programme have been registered ae individual farm companies, according 
to the report, 


The report says although feasibility studies at the farm locations have not been 
completed, they have been registered as companies.

The mining industry in 
“imbabwe is not the ‘pot 
of gold"’ many people seem 
to think it is, and not 
enough attention has been 
paid to the costs of mining 
in the country, says Mr Roy 
Lander, the new president 
of the Chamber of Mines. 

‘It is a tragedy that, in 
the last year, people who 
have discussed the mining 
industry have only paid 
attention to the mineral 
wealth of the country but 
not to the cost of mining,’’ 
said Mr Lander in an inter- 
view. 

‘*Take coal for example. 
With the exception of 
Wankie, our coal lies in 
shallow bands and will be 
fairly expensive to mine. 
Another example is 
chrome. There are pod 
deposits in Zimbabwe that 
are inexpensive to mine, but 
the bulk of our chrome lies 
in very narrow seams along 
the Great Dike. These 
cams are tour to six inches 
deep compared with two to 
three feet in South Africa." 

Nir Lander went on to say

that there was ‘‘incredible"’ 
mineral potential in the 
country but the mining 
industry could only be
